" smpected or hoped to Dbe acoomplished to-day was dune,
snd almost without the firing of & gun. The rebels have
Sed from their Intrenchments, and Fairfax Court House,
the late headquarters of General M. 8. Bonham, of South
Qurolins, i in our possesaion. Tho Alshama and the
Bouth Carolina brigades, and & whole body of rebels in
Shat nelghborbood—variously cetimated at from ten to
MNeen thousand atrong—took to thelr heels, and falled to
offer any perious oppogition to the advanging Union army.
The success of the movement was complete,

The order had been given for the several divisions to
make the attack upon the intrenched lines of tho rebels
a4 about the same time—one 0'clock P. M. —and promptly
ot one o'clock P. M., all the enemy’s worka In the neigh-
dorhood of Fairfax Court House were in our posgession,
The advance was made by four different routes lealing
towards Fuirfax Court House and directly to Centrevilie.
The right wing, composed of the First division, four
brigades, under the d of Generul Tyler, of Con,
neotient, procecded by the Georgetown turnpike. The
centre, composed of the second divigion, two brigades,
under Calonel Hunter, United S.ates Army, prodeeded by
the Leesburg or Centreville road. The left wing was
ocomposed of the third division, three brigades, under Co-
lonel 8 P. Heintzloman, United States Ariny ; and the Tifth
division, two brigades, under Colonel Dixen 8. Miles, U nit-
ed States Army. The Fiftth division procecded by the old
Braddock road, and tha third by the Little River turn-
pike. The Fourth division, under General Runyon, of New
Jeraey, constitated the reserve,  Thore were in the whole
column gixty-two regimente—about fifty-five thousand
mrn—and in the merching divisions an aggregats of furty
five thousand.

Upon all theae roads the rebels hod placed obgtontione |
within a radiue of three miles from Fairfux Court House,
the beadquarters of Gen. Bonham, of South Carolina, who
lestyled in the orders of the rebol Commander-in-lief,
¢‘ghe commandant of the advanee guard of the Potomac,”
Thera was work for the skirmishers upen all the roude,
but o every Instance, as goon ng the head of the ad-
wancing column made |18 appearance the rebel fnrr-n e
treated hastily , and in evidont confusion.

The darricade wias erect-
od st the foobt of & lomg hill, the top of
which wae covered with a dense thicket, af-
fording an excollent covert for sharp shooters. Tho
second barricade was of & similar character, and was |
cleared lu & similar manoer, occasioning ouly & few
minutes’ delay in the march. The third barricade was
mere formidable. 1t was al the entrance of a deep out in
the road, commencing about half way up a steep hill,
erowued on one side with a thick woods and on the other
by un open flold. To pass this & road was made shroogh
the feld, onabling the srmy to pags around I,

At this poiat there were sistioned two hmdrod robel
cavalry, who, withont waiting 1o Sscortain the strength
of the advancing fores, Bed upon the first appearavce of
onr skirmishers, firing at them one rifle shot, which did
no harm,

Up 0 this point, aboub ono fila from (b ConrtHouse,
the peaplo living upon the rondside were at home quietly
pureuing their usual avocations. The first bouse beyond
thie third barricado belonged 10 & man namod Goodwin,
who Lad hastily left the premises when tbe rebel cavalry
rotreated.

It was here ascortained that tho division bed reachiod a
neighborheod thickly populated with the most rabid re-
Dbels in the county, prominent among whom Is one Esquire
Brondwator, & counly magh sand alko that sbout half
8 milo ahead the rebels had o fortifieation erectod, and &
battery planied, which was defended by a force of two
thousand men, and that the rebel foreo in and around Fair-
fax Court House, guarding the diffront approsches,
snwunted %0 fram tem to  fifteen

Guards were placed wherover requested by the eitizens
and elringent measures were taken by the commanding
officors to provent depredations, Eight men of difforent
regiments were arrested by the Provost Marshal for pil-
laging, and were sont back under guard to Alexandria.

At Germantown, and also in the viciuity of Fairfax
Court Houge, soveral houses were pot on fire and burned
to the grouud,

One of the houses belonged to & man named Ashley,
#uid to be & Union mun, driven from that weighborhood
by the rebels soon after the fatal sortio into the village by
Livat, Torwplkios, It woe npot ascertained whether these
bulldings had besn set on fire by the eoldiors wan-
tonly, or by the Union won who desired to aveuge
their injuries, or by rebels who took this means to cast &
stigma upen the Union foroes; but General McDowell de-
clared that the first soldier proved to have sot five to any
building should be summarily shot. It s natural that
men who have been driven from their homes by o vands!
Borde of traitors should be infurlated with a desire for
vengeance, but fuch outrages us these should be provout-
od by our commanding officers for the houor of the gov-
eroment and the people they represent,

The advance of Buruside's brigade reached tha Sertifios; |
tion in time to make one prisoner, a Bouth Carglinn efMcer,
who surrendered to Major Mission, Paymaster of (he
Second Rhode Teland regiment. The imside of the fortif-
cation presented abundant evidences of the hasle
with  which it hm! been  nbandoned by ite luto
oceupuntg, Sacks of four, ment, clothing, &rmE,
equipmente  and  camp utensile, wera everywhere
scattered over the ground, and ihe camp fres,
probably prepared for the noon meal, were #till bright-
ly burning. The main body of this force had left with
haste only about two hours before the arrival of the head
of our column. The fortifieation itself was rudely con-
gtructed, It beare no comparison to the eplendid worka,
pclontifically planned and erected by the Unjon volun.
teers on the banks of the Potomae, It could have been
ensily taken by a flank movement, for which there wae
abundant opportunity, without exposing the aesailants to
the Gre of the guns in positicn behind the entrenchmente,

As the head of the divislon was approaching the ep-
trenohment, sharp firing was heard on the [eft, which was
afterwards ascertained to have beon ocoasioned by a
ekirmish between the advaee of Col, Miles' diviglon and
the Alabaminng, who wero in positlon there about twe
miles frem the Court House,

The intrenchment encountered by Colonel Hunter's di-
vislon was erected upon the farm of Mr, Beegur, an emi-
grant to Virginla from New York, When it woa first

digeovered & halt  was colled, and  the advanea
brigade, under Colowel PBurngide, wae formed in
cloe  column and  ordered to  load. This  wan

done with glacrity, aud whe men, when ordered for-
ward, pressed on eagorly, singing 'Dixie’’ and “The
Star Spangled Banner.” IL was checring to  obgerve
the enthugiasm  cxhibited by these  volunteers,
and quite amusing to hear their remarks, such om, *“We
are going to open i mail rowte (rom Washiogton to Hich-
mond ;" *Wa Linve eome to Virgin to find o place 14 sel-
eyt ' We moan to hag Beauregard and Jeff.

viciaity, snd despoiled of their property. These men,
hurniag with a desico to avenge their wrongs, insited the
saldiery to varions acta of outrage apon the property of

THE FIRST DAY'S OPERATIONS OF THE
RIGHT WING OF THE GRAND ARMY.
Waswiwaron, July 17, 1681,
The Heraro's pecial correspondent accompanying the
right wing of the advancing column of tho grand army of
the Unlon, forwarda the followlng despatch of the firgt

day'e operations .—

The long expected order to move forward was tele
graphed from Gen, McDowell's headquarters, at Arlington
Teighte, te all the division and brigade conimanders of
the grand semy at two o'clock yegterday aftorooon,

THE BECOND DAY'S OPERATIONS OF THE
RIGHT WING OF THE GRAND ARMY,
Wasinomon, July 17, 1861,
The Mrraro'a special corr forwards d tehes
of the second day’s operations of the advaneing army
from the standpoint of General Tyler, commonding the
First divieion, which constituted the right wing—
GEnmantows, July 17—1 P, M.
The pecond day's movements of  the  First  di-
vielon of the grapd army, under Geseral Tyler,
fram Viensa to this point, although more ob-
than  yesterday's, have DLeen  eutirely
ancoesaful up te the time of writing. The column
commenced moving at half-past five o'clock thix morning, in
the order ohaorved yesterday, with a variation in the Third
brigude, which wae lo-tﬁl}' headed by the gallant New York
Sixty-ninth. The road, immediately after emerging from
Vienna, eoters beavy timber.  Abeont a mile from the vil-
lage & heavy obetruction, eousisting of about fifty large
trees, was discovered in the road, Captain Alexander, of
the Enginter corpe, I.m_mndintnly put his ploncoers te work
with their axes, and id less than twenty minutes the whole
of the barricude was cleared away and the column maoved

Having wached the edge of the thmbor two compniog
of each of the Connectiont roghments were again diploy ed
ne gkirmighers on the right and left of (ho colnmn, under
command of Colonel Spledel.  Captain Hawley's compony
of the First regiment had been in motion but o fow
minutes when It came np with three mounted rebols, who
allowed themselves to be captured without resistance’

The divigion marched a short distanee further on, when
o ressnuoissince by Colonel Keyes, commanding the Firgt
rigade, resulted o the discovery of two evidently mount-
od carthworks, protected by bedies of wlantry apd cayval.
ry, 10 the left of the road, at the dislauge stated by ihe
prismers.  Colonel Keyes immediately poshed on the ad-
vianoa brigade slong the road, with a view to getting in
the rear of the enemy, while Genaral Tyler ordered Gene-
ral Schenck’s brigade to form in battle array In the flolda
tothe lefuof the road. The Third and Fourth brigades, unier
Colonel Sherman and Colonel Richardson, formed on the
road, But the rebels abandoned their position as soon aa
General Schencle's col d moving on through
the felds and the other brigades up the road.

Three shells were in n few mionles aftorwards
lodged in ihe breastwork,  Bub the cnemy had disappoar-
ed, and the intrenchments were quiotly entered and taken
posseasion of by the akirmlshers, The pesition wus a
very strong one, and conld have been eaglly defended. A
large quantity of shovels, picks, bags of oats, buckots,
&e., were found in the work, and camp fires were still
burniog i the rear of it

Half & mile further on, Germantown, a hamlat of half a
dozen houges, woe reached, and found almost desertod
The ouly white person left slated that twenty.fve hundred
rebels, lneluding Colonel Cash's South Caroling regiment,
hiad occupled tho breastworks, and retreated ouly about
fAfteen minutes before the Union skirmishers appeared in
sight of the town.

A short halt Is now belng made for dinner by the first
divigien, in the woods adjoining Germantown. Tho divi-
sion will move on thik aftamaon to the vieinity of Centre-
ville, where the enemy is said to be io strong force.
